Mass  Radiography  was  carried  out  once  during  the  year  -  at  Pill.  Visits 
are  not  easy  to  arrange  in  the  Unit’s  full  programme. 

Old  People’s  Clubs  are  active  in  Backvrcll,  Long  Asiiton,Nailsea  nd 
Redcliffe  Bay  and  are  jointly  financed  by  this  Council  and  the  Coi.mty 
to  cover  premises  expenses, 

British  Red  Cross  Society  -  Medical  Loan  Department. 

This  very  useful  service  has  continued  to  give  good  service  and 
extended  its  w-ork  to  cover  visiting  the  aged  and  lonely  vvlth  gifts  of 
remembrance . 

The  Depot,  on  the  Ridgeway,  Long  Ashton  is  open  every  'Wednesday  morning 
from  10.45  to  noon.  There  is  a  most  useful  stock  of  sick-room 
furniture  and  equipment  available  for  loan. 
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The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company*  s  supply  is  almost  general  throughout 
the  District  and  is  safe  and  satisfactory.  The  supply  from  Chelvey  is 
much  harder  than  other  sources  and  the  need  for  its  undiluted  use  caused 
some  complaint  from  Clapton-in-GoixIano  for  a  period  during  the  year. 

There  was  at  no  time  any  shortage  of  water. 

One  of  the  Hospitals,  served  from  a  private  horohole  and  where  the 
v/ater  was  stored  in  their  avm  reservoir,  and  found  to  he  polluted,  had 
to  install  a  chlorination  plant  to  render  the  water  safe.

During  the  year  37  feimilies  have  been  rehouses  from  the  Camp, 
v/hile  it  has  been  found  exx^edient  to  let  25  of  thorn  again  to  families 
in  need  of  accommodation,  >jither  from  distressed  conditions,  or  from 
evictions  from  tied  tenancies  or  (3)  from  caravans  with  overcrov/-ding. 

The  Council's  tenancy  of  these  buildings  is  due  to  osqpire  in 
September,  1959  but  the  slow  progress  ma.de  in  erecting  the  Long  Ashton 
houses  is  going  to  malce  evacuation  by  thot  date  impossible.  However, 
one  can  look  forward  to  the  day,  in  I960,  when  this  reserve  of  temporary 
housing  wtLll  no  longer  be  available.  Consideration  mst  be  given 
to  the  problems  that  must  arise  vfhen  tliat  occurs.

The  District  is  veiy  largely  agricultural  and  air  pollution  is 
of  a  minor  nature  and  very  localised.  A  recurring  nuisance  in  one 
factoiy  has  been  remedied  as  the  result  of  our  jjersistence ,  though 
there  is  still  some  very  limited  complaint  from  another  oil-fired 
furnace  at  the  same  factory. 


There  is  considerable  dust  at  tines  from  qaarrios,  which,  however 
are  generally  well  away  from  habitations.

CONCLUSION. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  continued  without  any 
notable  incident. 

The  Council  and  its  Officers  have  been  fully  occupied  with  much 
development,  among  which  the  following  seem  noteworthy 

Sevrerage »  A  great  advance  has  been  made  with  the  long  deferred  sewerage 
of  the  villages  and  preliminary  vrork  done  on  others.  One  can  hope  that, 
v/ithin  a  few  years,  sewerage  will  be  as  general  as  piped  water  supply. 
Broad  development  for  housing  has  raised  problems  of  land  drainage  and 
its  disposal. 

Housing ,  New  houses  to  replace  Tyntesfield  Camp  has  demanded  priority 
over  general  needs  and  some  urgency. 

The  redevelopment  of  Pill,  after  'slum*  clearance,  ha.s  required 
special  architectural  consideration. 

Old  People's  Houses  are  proposed  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  villages. 
Prewar  Council  houses  are  steadily  being  reconditioned. 

There  is  a  persistent  inflow  of  requests  for  Improvement  Grants  for 
the  reconditioning  of  older  houses  by  owners. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Private  Enterprise 
houses  erected  and  proposed,  whole ly,  it  vrauld  seem,  for  o-'mer  occupation. 

It  remains  for  me  to  express  my,  and  your,  thanks  to  the  Surveyor's 
and  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  a  year' s  solid  work  and  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  I  receive  from  each  of  them.  Mr.  Barker,  the  Deputy  P.H.I, 
has  greatly  assisted  me  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report  and  his  knov/-ledge 
of  the  District  and  sound  knowledge  of  ' the  Law'  is  invaluable  to  all 
departments , 

I  am  grateful  for  the  understanding  and  co-operation  I  always 
receive  from  you.  Sir,  and  all  members  of  the  Council,
